On November 22, 2013 I left my home after talking on the phone with my 
girlfriend to go pick her up from her mother's house around 2:00am in the 
morning when I was on my way to my girlfriends mothers house I looked in my 
mirrors and seen I was being followed as I was coming down North 25th street I 
then made a left turn on to Cole off of North 25th street where here mother 
stayed as I was watching my mirrors I was pulling up to the house where my 
girlfriends mother stayed. As I pulled up to park I seen police lights behind me I 
panic not knowing why I had gotten pulled over all I knew was that someone was 
following me. 

So I rolled my car window down and the officer demanded me to turn my car 
off I did as the officer asked of me to do, She started to walk up and approach my 
car window asking me if the vehicle I was driving was mine I replied 'YES" Why? 
She then tells me that my car was involved in a car chase a couple days ago, I 
told her I was not who they where looking for and that I’m far from a trouble 
maker I have two jobs all I do is work then she replies well this car was in a 
chase a couple of days ago, I started to get upset about the situation so I asked 
the lady officer why did you pull me over that’s what we need to be talking about 
then she asked me for my license and car insurance I then handed her my 
license and told her the name of my car insurance the lady officer then went back 
to her car checking my information as another cop stood at my window asking 
random questions non-related as to what I got pulled over for with his flash light 
shinning in my window I asked if I could get out of my car because of the rain 
was getting the inside of my car wet he told me no. I knew right away I was being 
stereo typed by what color make and model of my car I had. 

She then return to my car with another officer who happens to be a Sergeant I 
notice it was the same office that pulled me over about a year ago that was 
stereo typing me because of what I was wearing and the gold earrings and grills I 
had on he asked if I had any weapons in my car I told him yes I have a gun its 
registered in my name he then open my door and pulled me out the car and hand 
cuffed me and told me do you if you would of pulled that out I would of shot you. 
He asked where it was I told him where I had it after he found it he then began to 
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search my whole car my car it had got towed that night because my car 
insurance had just cancelled out the night before I got pulled over I then called 
for a ride to pick me and my girlfriend up my mother showed up and brother the 
Sergeant then released my gun back to me and let me go in October 2012. 

I asked if I could get out because it was raining inside my car, she said, “No, 
the reason I pulled you over is because you failed to use your left turn signal.” As 
she was talking to me I seen more officers behind me, I really didn't know what 
was going on, I knew I was being picked on, because of what the lady officer said 
about my car being in a chase. She then said, “You are going to receive a 
citation” and I said, “For failure to put a left signal there are more serious things 
going on that you should be focused on, like people robbing, stealing, drinking 
and driving and killing.” I felt they decided to pick on me because I wasn’t 
involved in any negative activity they were trying to find. She ask for more 
information I told her I did not want to sign the ticket because I felt picked on and 
stereo typed. She then said if I don’t sign that I would go to jail and I was telling 
her I don’t feel that is right that’s just my opinion I’m not going to sign the ticket I 
have a right to refuse as I was talking to her they came closer to my car door and 
then one of the officers open my door and Sergeant Lundquist tazed me. I didn’t 
know what happened, I just felt something hit me. I was so scared and feared for 
my life, not knowing what the officers and sergeant were going to do next. I never 
resisted arrest as they said I did and I didn’t know I was being tazed at first. 

When it hit me off guard the first time I asked “what are you doing and all I can 
remember is getting tazed two more times by Sergeant Lundquist as I was sitting 
in my car helpless being tazed the sergeant then through me out of my car on to 
the ground in the rain demanding me "Where is it!!! 'Where is it!!!! I know you got 
a gun in there if you lie its going to get worse!!! I told him it was in my backpack 
in the back and it wasn’t loaded the gun and clip were separated. 

I had attended my CHL classes two weeks before I was pulled over. As I was 
lying in the street with tazers in my arm I felt helpless as a human, because I 
didn’t show any type of threat to any of the officers nor the sergeant, but was still 
tazed sitting in my car, because I didn’t agree to signing the ticket. After he 
recovered my gun they picked me up off the ground the sergeant was handling 
me as if I was a toy. I knew there was nothing that I could have done at the time I 
felt as if I wasn’t a human anymore. I have pictures of scrapes and bruises on 
both of my knees, arms, shoulder, and hip. They never read me my Miranda 
Rights until after I was tazed and handcuffed sitting in the back of the cop car the 
sergeant then rolled my window down minutes after being placed in the back of 
the cop car and started to read me my Miranda Rights. 

My car was parked at my girlfriend mother’s house and the officers still had it 
towed. If he did not want it on the street my brother, who was at the scene, could 
have driven my car home. He also, took my gun even though I told him I had 
gone to the CHL Class and did not pose a threat to anyone. Instead, Sergeant 
Lundquist took my gun and had my car towed. 

I was not in any violation of any penal code or any threat to be handle like 
this. I Have proof showing on September 1, 2007, a person who can legally 
possess a firearm may possess or carry a handgun in motor vehicle (Including a 
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recreational vehicle with living quarters) and watercraft that is owned by or under 
the lawful control of a person. However the firearm must be concealed, the 
person may not be engaged in criminal activity, and also may not be a member 
of "Criminal Street Gang." The person may also carry the firearm to and from his 
vehicle without a license.(See Texas Penal Code 46.02(a).

To whom it may concern: 

The Incident: 

On Friday, November 03, 2017, on or about 1500 to 1530 my daughter. Tansy Dawn Ackermann age 17, 
called the non-emergency phone number to report that there was a man trying to enter our house. She 
stated to the woman who answered the phone, that the man had pulled into our driveway in a blue 
truck and that there were two women in the truck with the man, who had walked around our property 
looked into the windows and tried to gain entry by first jiggling the locks on the back door and then the 
front door of our property. She stated to the woman that the man had left the property and returned 
several times and that she would like officer to come out and have the man leave and that she was 
scared. During this time, my daughter's boyfriend Julian Nicholson, age 17 was also in the house and 
observed the entire events and was so scared he grabbed a baseball bat to protect himself and my 
daughter for fear that these people would enter the home. The suspects first tried to gain entry to my 
home by the back door jiggling the lock then the front door and then finally rang the doorbell. 


The Investigation: 

Two officers arrived on scene and the suspects were still parked in the driveway and on the property. 

My daughter and Mr. Nicholson both state that one officer went immediately over to the truck and 
questioned the suspects as to what they were doing there. According to the statements given to me by 
both the officers investigating and my daughter and Mr. Nicholson, the story of why the people were are 
our house was that they were there to pick up a stove from a friend named Maria, but that they were 



not given an address and just showed up to our house by randomness. At which point the officers asked 
the gentleman and only the gentleman to leave. According to all involved on the day not one officer 
questioned the two females in the truck about anything. My daughter then states that another officer 
then came to the door and she answered. This is where the stories from the officer differ from those of 
my daughter and Mr. Nicholson. According to my daughter when she opened the door she saw an 
officer and the suspicious person standing directly in front of her. According to Officer Davis, one officer 
questioned my daughter at the doorway and the other at the end of my sidewalk directly in front of my 
door. Officer Davis, states that there is no victim intimidation when confronted by a suspect, however; 


Under Marsy's Law and I quote: 

Throughout the whole criminal process, victims have the right to be treated with fairness and 
respect for his or her privacy and dignity, and to be free from intimidation, harassment, and abuse, and 
to be reasonably protected from the defendant and persons acting on behalf of the defendant.. {Law, 
2017) 

This at least suggests that intimidation is a very real threat and as long as the suspect was within what 
she perceived as eye shot or ear shot she did not feel comfortable divulging all the information or events 
that had transpired as she felt both intimidated and freighted as it is reasonable that anyone of any age 
would who believed someone was trying to break into their home. 


The Youth Justice and Criminal Evidence Act of 1999 Section 16 allows that special measures for 
witnesses who are under 18 {College of Policing, 2017) 


This again would defiantly apply to my 17 year old daughter. Also I feel it pertinent to state that 
yesterday when offering my complaint to Sergeant Allovio Badge Number 65 and Officer Davis, Badge 
Number refused to be provided and Officer M who did not give me his name or badge number, I was 
told that my daughter was an adult....however let me shed some important light on this law. 


Civil Practice and Remedies Code: Title 6. Miscellaneous Provisions Chapter 129. Age of Majority 
Sec.129.001. : The age of majority in this state is 18 years. Acts 1985, 69 th Leg., ch. 959 Sec. 1 effec. 
Sept. 1,1985 

This became an issue when I asked why I was never contacted by the investigating officers as the mother 
of the victim or the homeowner of the property that could have been burglarized. If this is not standard 
procedure, perhaps it should be. 

According to the officers and my daughter and Mr. Nichols the police told her to contact her father, she 
ended the conversation and shut the door. The story again differs, between the officers on scene and 
my witnesses to the event. My daughter and Mr. Nichols, state that the officers got into their car and 
left the scene first, leaving the suspect still in my driveway. According to the officers on scene all 
involved outside my home got into their vehicles at the same time and left my property. 



My Complaints 


1. I do not know why as the homeowner and parent of a 17 year old I was not contacted about the 
events and why that was left up to my daughter. The arriving officers, are both adults and 
officers for the City of Waco, I'd ask that any homeowner or parents would like to be contacted 
by the police should they arrive at their home for any reason let alone a call of a suspicious 
person or a burglary in progress. Again if this is not standard procedure, perhaps it should be, 
because a lack of prudence and professionalism won't go far with the citizens of this city. I 
would have if contacted pressed charges for trespassing, considering that the suspect admitted 
to being on the property without permission as he did not know the address he was going to, 
and the fact that he was on the property as long as he was, but considering that he did not have 
a key, permission to be on the property and tried to enter the home unlawfully, that is 
attempted burglary and I would have again as the homeowner pressed charges. 

2. I do not believe it wise, to question any potential victim within eye shot or ear shot of the 
potential suspect. Whether or not the officers perceived my daughter to be in fear or not, 
common sense and the law would side with me that witness intimidation is a very real thing to 
be considered and her feelings and needs were not at all considered. 

3. The officers and my daughters, and Mr. Nichols may have differing statements about who left 
the outside of my property first, but there is one thing very clear about all the statements: 

a. Those officers could not have seen the suspect leave the scene if either they left first as 
my daughter states or they all left at the same time. 

I do not know if this is standard procedure again, but I would have preferred the officers watch 
the suspect leave my home since that is why the call was made in the first place. 

4. The officers did not provide my daughter a card or any information or assistance with who to 
call if the people came back to my property. I was told this is general police practice, but again 
perhaps it should be. 

5. Professionalism! Officer Davis was completely unprofessional, rude and provocative when he 
arrived at my property. The other officers who arrived to explain the incident on Saturday, 
November 04, 2017, are witness to these statements. 

a. Officer Davis told me to tell my daughter to tell her father not to waste a trip home to 
check on our house or my daughter that everything was fine. At the very least my 
husband should have checked on the wellbeing of our daughter to ensure after a scare 
bad enough to call the police that she was ok. 

b. Officer Davis told me that if my child was so fragile maybe I should reconsider leaving 
her home alone by herself. This is provocative language to entice me to anger and 
would any parent. Regardless of what he thought of my parenting or the age of my 
daughter, he should have treated me as the upset homeowner and parent that I am, 



and my daughter with the respect due anyone who believed someone was trying to 
enter their home without permission. I felt disrespected and like he was trying to 
engage me into a verbal argument that could have landed me in jail as he was 
threatened by knowledge of the law, or the fact that I told him he did his job poorly. 

c. When asked why he didn't question the suspect and my daughter separately he stated 
that my daughter had done nothing wrong and that was not standard procedure. This I 
agree with she did nothing wrong. Officer Davis did something wrong he allowed her to 
give a statement about the events and informed her of the suspects statements while 
the suspect was within arms distance of my daughter. 

d. The age of a victim should never change the respect and response of kindness and 
respect given to the call and the victim. Officer's Davis' response told me he thought 
she overreacted, was immature, but calm and that because he perceived there to be no 
real threat did not handle the investigation with full prudence or normal procedures. 

e. At one point I was told by an officer that they had contacted my husband, a lie I do not 
know why anyone would tell as I can confirm with my husband and our phone records 
that no such phone call was ever made. 

f. The officers stories, and the stories given to me over the phone changed several times 
which leads me to believe less than the truth was given to me in an effort to make the 
situation seem less important that it was and to protect themselves from a job poorly 
done. 

Remedied Actions 

1. I would like a written apology from Officer Davis as to his attitude, and I would like to see him 
attend some anger management classes or attitude training. Again the other two officers who 
witnessed the way he spoke to me, should be able to reiay the things that were said. This kind 
of language and lack of sensitivity should not be tolerated by an officer who will have to address 
many other more sensitive victims and volatile situations. His actions lead me to believe he 
could be a hinderance to any call that becomes escalated at this time. 

2. I would like both officers to attend training on burglaries in progress, as I do not believe the 
officers nor the department responded to the situation with the professionalism or training 
needed for this incident. I believe retraining to witness, interviews and standard procedures 
might need to be reevaluated so that the next person who calls receives better respect and 
attention to their call. 

3. I would like a copy of any video evidence of the investigation, all reports, and the names and 
badge numbers of all the officers who arrived on scene. I have made the formal records request 
but no one has made me aware of if there is video evidence of the events. 

4. I would like an apology either over the phone or in writing for the way my daughter was treated 
and the way I was spoken to by officer Davis. He was completely rude and unprofessional 

5. I would like a phone call as to the results of my complaints

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WERE YOU ARRESTED? 
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On Jan 3rd 2018, approximately 2040 I called 911, in regards to being 
assaulted. I was at Texas Dynasty cheer and gymnastics in Waco, TX 
watching my daughter practice. My ex husband and his wife were also there, 
as they were to take Cheyenne (my daughter) back to their home in 
Cleburne for the remainder of the Christmas break. Cheyenne verbalized 
she did not want to go back, but instead, wanted to go with me. While my ex 
(Blu Bryant) and I were working on getting her to go with him and 
communicating in a calm manner with each other and Cheyenne, Carissa 
Bryant (my ex's wife) came out of her car in a threatening and aggressive 
manner, yelling at me and Cheyenne, I then grabbed my phone to video her 
behavior. My ex husband and I couldn't even converse nor talk to 
Cheyenne. This behavior changed the tone of the entire situation and 
made it almost impossible for us to work things out. I calmly asked her to 
get back in her car, because we are trying to work this out. When I asked her 
to return to her vehicle, several times, Carissa became more angry and then 
assaulted (slapped) me on my right arm, right breast, knocking my phone 
(damaging my phone) out of my hand as seen on the video. I picked up my 
phone and dialed 911 to report the incident to the police and get help. It 
took approximately 10 min for WPD to arrive, my friends arrived for moral 
support. My friend Kristy Kyle ( 254 - 855 - 7656 ) arrived before WPD showed 
& sat in the car with my distraught 13 year old daughter. Cheyenne is now 
crying because she just saw her step mom assault her mother. Officer Avila 
arrived and spoke to my ex and his wife first (Blu and Carissa Bryant) even 
though I initiated the call for police. After he spoke to them he came to me 
and started yelling at me about custody and visitation. I explained to him 
that I called the police and the call was about being assaulted not visitation. 

I went on to explain that me and my ex were working on that before his wife 
came out of the car in a threatening and aggressive manner and assaulted 
me. He then went back to visitation ignoring why he was called. I kept 
refocusing him to the assault, and he basically didn't want to hear about the 
assault. I told him I had a video and he said he already spoke to Blu and 



Carissa and claimed she felt threatened. My friend Kevin, said, "So you 
aren't going to look at the video???" and asked him how he can make a true 
judgement without watching the video. So he reluctantly watched the video. 
After watching, officer Avila then focused back on visitation. I stopped him 
and said, "So, I would like to press charges for being assaulted." Officer 
Avila threatened me, "if you do, I will write you a ticket." I asked, "For 
what?!" He said, "Because she said that she felt threatened." I replied, "So 
did I and I was assaulted and I didn't assault her or hit her back." Officer 
Avila told me to get my daughter out of the car. I said, "I tried and you can 
try if you want." This is when Officer Avila opened the door of my car and 
yelled at Cheyenne, aged 13, "GET OUT OF THIS CAR, GET IN YOUR DADS 
CAR OR YOUR MOM IS GOING TO JAIL!" She replied, "I don't care, I'm not 
going" He kept on coaxing her and demanding she get out of the vehicle 
without success. She is traumatized by this police officer's actions. Kristy 
was appalled by the way officer Avila handled this child. Kristy is also willing 
to make a statement attesting to this officers words and conduct. I am very 
concerned that I was bullied by officer Avila to prevent me from being the 
victim of an assault, but I am more concerned about the emotional trauma 
Officer Avila caused my daughter. I have always taught my daughter that the 
police are here to help and protect. This incident has completely changed 
how she and I view police officers. Officer Avila did not help us at all.

On 08/06/2018, after the victim 
was taken by ambulance, the officers i^iiiliSiiipiiliijisifor an 
unknown reason. The officers also searched an apartment #120F 
of The Landings, which was occupied by Ms. Lydia Metz at the 
time. My Families, Ms. Lydia and I were puzzled, because police 
was called by Ms. Lydia; when police arrived, "Why suchlMSpii? 
search or searches took place at this time of her apartment by 
the police department?" This search or searches CAUSED Ms. 
Lydia Metz and her children to be EVICTED with NO WHERE to 
go...HOMELESS. Ms. Metz's Apartment Manager stated on her 
paperwork, "Criminal Activities" after this illegal search or 
searches done by the Police.

AR-17 bullet that was in your pocket?" I answered. Second question 
was, "Who had the weapon at that time?" I also answered that 
question. The third question and final question, King wanted to know, 
"If I was going to press charges?" That question was also answered. 
This was Kings only communication with me about the case. 

On or about 08/23/2018, my Dad and I meet with Detective 
Charles Cornor at his office located at 3115 Pine St. Waco, Tx. 76708. 
After, we showed up at his office, a little after 3:00pm at the date 
shown above. Mr. Cornor continue to support the summary received 
from Officer King, which was his own creative minded set not facts. 
Officer King's narrative Summary has hindered this investigation. 
Jayson Hilliard, the victim to this day still hasn't received justice. So 
the Hilliard's families question the system motive. We believed that 
the System was to serve and protect law abiding citizens. It's clear 
that the Police System failed to protect and serve, simple, because the 
victim, Jayson Hilliard was not able to provide information about a 
person who was suppose to have a weapon that I wasn't affiliated 
with nor had procession of. This alleged issue has nothing to do with 
me as the victim, Jayson Hilliard. 

On or about 08/23/2018 Charles Cornor states he spoke 
with Terrance Dancer, who arrived at Apartment complex where 
Jayson's girlfriend, Lydia Metz lives. Terrance Dancer had backed 
up to the curve, in front of Apartment Complex, left vehicle 
running and his driver's door open when he went up to the 



Apartment. They were to discuss that the past relationship with 
Lydia must come to an end, because they were in a steady 
relationship now; but the conversation got heated. Terrance 
Dancer put his hand in the face of the Victim (Jayson Hilliard) 
and told Jayson, "Fuck you!" Jayson Hilliard notice that Terrance 
Dancer had a knife on his side, but wasn't aware of Terrance 
Dancer's GUN, that he had HIDDEN INSIDE HIS PANT POCKET. 
Mr. T. Dancer and Jayson Hilliard continued to have words and 
then it turned into a physical altercation. During the course of 
the physical altercation, Terrance Dancer's gun fell out of his 
pants pocket and he reached and grabbed the gun. They began 
to wrestle while Mr. T. Dancer held on to gun with his finger on 
the trigger, Mr. Jayson Hilliard 

was fighting for his life as Mr. T. Dancer pulled and tried to aim 
upward toward Mr. J. Hilliard's head or face. Mr. Terrance 
Dancer ended up shooting Mr. Jayson Hilliard in his right upper 
hip, causing Mr. J. Hilliard to be sent to the hospital. Mr. Jayson 
Hilliard told Mr. Terrance Dancer, "YOU SHOT ME!" Afterwards, 
Mr. Terrance Dancer got up and looked around, waved his gun at 
Ms. Lydia's son, and he fled the scene WITHOUT HIS VEHICLE. 
Mr. T. Dancer fled down the sidewalk to another apartment 
which was apartment number 304 in the Apartment Complex. 

Information was given to Detective Charles Cornor about 
the suspect as a lead form the tenant Vertis in Apartment #304 
to gather more information to help Mr. Jayson Hilliard's case. 
Detective Charles Cornor neglected to not use this information 
for some reason. TILL THIS DAY!!! THE SHOOTER IS STILL AT
